Topeka. Kas.,' Jan. 6—Rock Island 


passenger train Ko. 3 collided with a 
freight train 
15 miles west of To- 


peka about 1 o'clock this morning. 
Twenty were hilled and 43 were in- 
jured. 


Train No. 3 is the El Paso, Mexico 


and California express. 


All the passenger coaches except the 


last two Pullmans were piled high up 
in a heap. The two trains met square- 
ly in a head on collision. 


Twenty of the injured and two of the 


dead arrived here on the first, relief 
train at S o'clock today and were tak- 
on to the Stermont Hospital. 
A f.ec- 


ond train follows with ihe rest of the 
dead. 


The trains came together at Willard. 


Kansas, head on. The 
whole train 


•was demolished. Twenty persons v;ere 
lulled and every person on the train 
•was injured. 


The train, which left Kansas City 


at 10 o'clock last night was 40 minutes 
late and at the time of the accident 
was running at the .rate of 40 miles an 
hour. 


Many persons from Oklahoma who 


had taken advantage of- the homestead- 
ers' excursion rates were on the train. 
It also contained through sleepers and 
chair cars for San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. 


Details were hard to obtain. Report- 


ers who boarded the relief train were 
pat off shortly after it started. Tne 
first details of the collision came from 
persons on the wrecked 
train after 


they had been returned to Topeka. 
The train was composed of a combina- 
tion baggage and mail car, a regular 
baggage car, a smoker, a tourist sleep- 
er and a standard sleeper. Two cars 
filled with passengers were demolish- 
ed, both locomotives were destroyed

When the engines met they were 


welded together by the terrific impact 
The engineers and firemen escaped 
without injury by jumping. 


It was in the third car of the pas- 


senger train, the first coach having 
been preceded by a smoker and bag- 
gage car, that the greatest loss of life 
occurred. The smoker, which was oc- 
cupied by only* two or three men, was 
overturned and pushed 
through the 


car behind it, -which was crowded with 
passengers, 
some 
standing 
in the 


aisle. Most of those in the forward 
end of the car were killed instantly. 
Thirty in the rear end of the coach, 
however, succeeded in escaping from 


I hat end of the car, which was still 
unobstructed. When rescue was final 
ly possible only three living persons 
were taken out by the rescuers, who 
were compelled to chop hole in the 
side and through the floor and top of 
the coach to reach them. 


The three rescued from this posi- 


tion were a man, a small girl, and a 
Loidclle aged woman. 
One man hurt 


internally, was removed through 
the 


rear door within five minutes after 
the collision, but died almost as soon 
as the rescuers could lay him down 
A woman died two hours later while 
trying to tell a physician her name. 


The passenger 
was late and was 


running 40 miles an hour. The train 
should have met the easthound stock 
train at AVillard, but was running on 
the latter's time when the crash cziine, 
two miles west of Willard. The en 
gines telescoped each other, the_ smok- 
ing car jumped high in the air and 
landed on the roof of the first chair 
car. The smoking car ^/as telescoped 
and the first chair car was telescoped 
by the second.
